Beans require to grow well what would be called good corn weather. The condition suitable to corn must exist 
in soil and weather for success. We have named the varieties as near as possible in order of earliness of the 
classes. A continuous supply can be had by planting the hardiest, therefore earlier varieties first, and follow at 
intervals of two to four weeks with the others up to the first of July. We advise planting in hills twelve to fifteen 
inches apart. This leaves room for hoe blade and will prove worth knowing. Have rows two and a half to three

CULTURAL DIRECTIONS 


Do not select rich bottoms or highly manured land to secure best results. On low grounds severe frosts will 
require early cutting, and very rich and manured land while producing a heavy crop is deficient in sugar, the most 
valuable constituent. Plow the ground as for corn. Harrow till fine to remove the clods and conserve moisture 
and start the weeds to grow. When the weeds have fairly started disk or cultivate and harrow to kill] the weeds, 
Repeat if necessary until time to sow. The early growth of sorghum is small and slow and for best results requires 
the soil to be fine and free from weeds. In the latitude of Des Moines sow from June 10th to 20th. With moisture 
to germinate it may be sown till July 15th. Sow broadcast one hundred pounds per acre. If drilled use eighty 
pounds per acre. Sown broadcast cover one inch deep by disking or cultivating lightly. Harrow and finish with 
planker or roller if weather is dry. 

It is neither palatable or nutritious until the sugar is developed, which is indicated by the seed becoming black. 
It may be fed then as needed. Cut for winter use when in danger of severe frost. This period varies here from 
October Ist to 25th. Cut with a mower, rake into winrows and put in very large cock, 600 to 800 pounds, as soon 
as possible. Don’t worry about it spoiling. Do not try to cure it. Adopt the opposite course. Preserve its suc- 
culence and you will not need a silo. A very good way when cool nights have come and hard frost not far away is 
to cut and cock what you can each day. A day or two’s work will give you an idea how much help you need to 
complete the job in season. It may be fed from the cock as wanted, or six weeks later put in narrow ricks about 
eight feet wide. If weather is miid it may heat in wide ricks or if stored in mow in large quantity. All kinds of 
stock will eat it, hogs included, and thrive amazingly.
